F arm ers with late m aturing com 
and soybeans are beginning to 
! | question how late w heat can be 
sown without suffering a serious 
loss in yield. 
D. F. Beard, extension agrono­ 
m ist, Ohio State university, gives 
this advice: 
“As a general rule, the long­ 
tim e average acre yield of w heat 
drops 2 to S bushels each we»k 
th a t It is sown after the fly-free 
date. The fly-free date In Pick­ 
aw ay County is October 2. At the 
yield levels obtained In Ohio ex­ 
perim ents, 
the 
w e e k l y 
drop 
am ounts to 8-10% of the maxi­ 
mum yield obtained from sowing 
on the fly-frre date. 
“When wheat seeding m ust be 
delayed, it is wise to: I. Apply 
more fertilizer per acre and 2. In­ 
crease the rate of seeding. 
“At least 300 pounds of fertilizer 
per acre. and preferably 400-500 
pounds can be profitably applied 
with late sown wheat. 
“A seeding rate of IO perks per 
acre has given I to 3 bushels to 
the acre higher yields than the 
standard 8 perk rate with late 
dat«*e of seeding. 
“How late can wheat be sown? 
Experim ental 
work 
along 
this 
line auppliea a good answer up to 
November I, after which reliable 
data are lacking. Apply the gen­ 
eral rule given above up to that 
date and you'll likely find th at 
seedings made thereafter will pro­ 
mise a v**ry unprofitable yield. 
“While these results represent 
average findings, it is well to keep 
In mind that comp’ete failures are 
to be expected from late seedings 
some years, and

A New Penicillin Treatment 


Br HERMAN N BUNDESEN. M D. 
ONE of the newest methods of 
treatment for infections of the 
body’s air passages is by what 
might be called “penicillin m ist" 
This very promising treatment 
is made possible by the invention 
of a device which breaks liquids 
into a fine fog or mist that can be 
breathed into the lungs. The de­ 
vice itself is called a nebulizer and 
the vapor it creates is known as an 
aerosol. 
It is easy to see that when a lung­ 
ful of penicillin mist is breathed 
in, the penicillin is brought into 
direct contact with bacteria any­ 
where and everywhere along the 
air routes, from the throat, down 
through the windpipe and thence 
to the bronchi or small tubes of 
the lung itself. 
Carrying Oat Treatment 
In carrying; out the treatment 
the nebulizer is connected with an 
oxygen tank. The penicillin solu­ 
tion is put into the nebulizer and 
when the patient breathes in, the 
oxygen is turned on. When he 
breathes out, the oxygen is turned 
off. This treatment can be carried 
out in the doctor’s office as well as 
in the hospital. 


Dr. Bennie Mecklin of Water­ 
town, New York, has used the 
treatment with aerosol penicillin 
in patients with a variety of dis­ 
orders, such as pneumococcus in­ 
fection of the lung, infections of 
the throat and lungs with strepto­ 
coccus and staphylococcus lung in­ 
fections due to viruses, that is, 
organisms so small that they can 
pass through the openings in a 
porcelain filter and in which com­ 
plications due to secondary infec­ 
tion with streptococcus and simi­ 
lar germs have occurred. 
The treatment also has been 
used in patients with bronchiec­ 
tasis, a condition in which the 
bronchi are stretched or dilated. 
This condition causes coughing 
and the bringing up of large 
amounts of foul smelling material 
from the lung. 
According to Dr. Mecklin, th.* ; 
method of using penicillin has sur­ 
passed all other known methods of 
treating all persistent infection* 
of the upper respiratory organs, 
that is, the throat, the windpipe 
and the bronchi. 
Penicillin used as the physician 
directs is a safe preparation with 
little, if any, danger and it can be 
life-saving.
